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Legislator’s 
Budget-Cut 
Goal Raised 


Committee Head Says 
Agencies Too Modest 
In Savings Estimates 


WASHINGTON UPI — Rep. Taber 
(R-NY) raised his budget-cutting 


sights today and said Eisenhower 
administration agency heads were 
being a little m odest in their own 
estim ates of what they can save. 
Taber, 
chairman 
of 
the 
key 
House Appropriations Committee, 
set a new budget reduction goal of 
12% billion dollars, a boost of 2% 
billions over his original target. 
Some 
administration 
officials, 
leading off with President Eisen­ 
hower, have been speaking of the 
budget-cutting problem as an ex­ 
trem ely tough one. 
Taber said his 12% billion dollar j 
goal includes not only reductions 
in new money requested but can­ 
cellation of money voted previous­ 
ly by Congress but not yet spent. 
The technical name for that is 
recission. 
“We’re going to make enough 
cuts so that the budget will be 
balanced, not only in appropria­ 
tions but in recoveries,” he said 
in an interview, adding that “I’m 
talking about recissions.” 
New funds for the Defense De­ 
partm ent alone, he said, can safely 
be reduced by from 7% to 8 bil­ 
lions without jeopardizing national, 
defense. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson said 
IO days ago there definitely will be 
no increase in the 46-billion dollar 
defense budget recommended by 
former President Truman for the 
fiscal year beginning July I. Wil­ 
son said, too, he believes the m ili­ 
tary budget can be cut, but that 
he knows of no specific areas 
where large savings can be made. 
Taber said a cut of the size he 
proposes in defense appropriations 
won’t necessarily mean a reduc­ 
tion of the sam e amount in 1954 
fiscal year spending but “ it will! 
be reflected in future savings.” 
j 
Taber didn’t display much en-i 
thusiasm for proposed new appro­ 
priation cuts volunteered by th e, 
heads of four agencies.

In all- Truman recommended to 
Congress the spending at 78% bil­

McCarthy 
Anticipates 
Ike Backing 


Sees Aid In Bid To Cut 
Red Trade; ‘Amazed’ 
By Stassen Outburst 


WASHINGTON UPI— Sen. McCar­ 
thy (R-Wis) said today he looks to 
President Eisenhower to back his 
dramatic m ove aimed at reducing 
free world trade with Communist 
areas. 
McCarthy told reporters he was* 
“am azed” by angry accusations of 
Harold E. Stassen, mutual security 
director, that the senator and his 
Senate investigations subcommittee 
were “ undermining” this objective 
of U. S. foreign policy. 
Stassen, at a televised public 
hearing yesterday, flung the accu­ 
sation in a broadside denunciation 
of Saturday’s announcement that 
McCarthy’s 
subcommittee 
staff 
had negotiated agreements with 
Greek owners of 242 ships to carry 
no more cargoes to Red China, 
North Korea or from one Commu­ 
nist port to another. 
Vice President Nixon, to whom 
Eisenhower 
has 
assigned 
some 
trouble-shooting 
assignm ents 
on 
Capitol Hill, goes to the White 
House today to attend a meeting 
of the National Security Council. 
A highly placed source, declining 
to be named, said in an interview 
Nixon has been briefed thoroughly 
on issues in the McCarthy-Stassen 
dispute, and would report to Eisen­ 
hower at that time. The informant 
said the result m ay be a presiden­ 
tial decision in McCarthy’s favor, 
but not necessarily an immediate 
one. 
Both Nixon and McCarthy 
declined to discuss it. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference last week he would not 
seek to interfere with McCarthy's 
investigations as long as the sena­ 
tor sincerely believes he is doing 
the right thing. 
Both the White House and the 
State Department withheld com ­ 
ment, meanwhile, on McCarthy’s 
agreement with the Greek ship 
owners. The Constitution gives the 
president authority to conduct for­ 
eign policy m oves—an assignment 
delegated in turn to the State De­ 
partment. 
Stassen argued heatedly yester­ 
day that McCarthy and the sub­ 
com mittee had infringed on State 
Department duties in making the 
agreement. He and his aides ques­ 
tioned its effectiveness. McCarthy, 
with equal heat, denied any inter­ 
ference, and he told Stassen: 
“I wouldn’t take your word for 
it.”

Stassen 
was overlooking a big point—that 
the State Department can negotiate 
with governments, but not with 
individuals.

FSA Becomes 
10th Cabinet 
Department 


First Reorganization 
Plan Of Ike Gets Easy 
Congressional Okay 


WASHINGTON UPI — President 
Eisenhower’* first reorganization 
plan—to transform the Federal Se­ 
curity Agency (FSA) into a Cabi­ 
net Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and-Welfare—has won easy 
congressional approval. 
The new department, which will 
be the 10th of Cabinet rank, will 
become a reality IO days after 
the President signs the resolution 
of approval on which the Senate 
voted yesterday. 
There were IO Cabinet rank de­ 
partments previously, from 1913 
the old Commerce and Labor De­ 
partment was divided, with a Cab­ 
inet rank secretary for each. In 
1947, the Departments of 
Army 
and Navy were combined with the 
Air Force in a unified Defense 
Department. 
Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Texas 
Democrat who now heads FSA, is 
the President’s choice to be secre­ 
tary of the new department. She 
will be the first woman Cabinet 
member since Frances Perkins re­ 
signed as secretary of labor in 
1945. 
Mrs. Hobby will get $22,500 a 
year as a Cabinet office, a $5,000 
raise Her agency has 37,000 em ­ 
ployes. 
The department will have juris­ 
diction over social security includ­ 
ing all federally-aided public as­ 
sistance programs, health activi­ 
ties, 
education 
programs, 
chil­ 
dren’s programs and the Food and 
Drug Administration. 
Republicans in the Senate ack­ 
nowledged 
they 
voted 
heavily 
against s i m i l a r reorganization 
plans in 1949 and 1950 because of 
antipathy to Oscar Ewing, Mrs. 
Hobby’s predecessor as FSA ad­ 
ministrator. 
Ewing was a sponsor of a com­ 
pulsory national health insurance 
plan 
which 
many 
doctors 
de­ 
nounced as socialized medicine. 
In 
approving 
the 
Eisenhower 
plan, 
Congress voted 
a 
special 
speed-up procedure to make it ef­ 
fective IO days after the Presi­ 
dent signs the resolution. Ordinar­ 
ily, reorganization plans take ef­ 
fect 60 days after submission un­ 
less rejected in Congress. 
That 
would have been May 22 in this 
case. 


Canadian Delegate 
Sees Chinese Offer 
As ‘Important One’ 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (JD-A 
cautious but urgent hope that Com' 
munist China’s latest m oves would 
lead to peace in Korea today over­ 
shadowed the many hot issues fac­ 
ing the United Nations. But no 
new action here cm the Korean 
question appeared imminent at this 
time. 
Canada's Chief Delegate Paul 
Martin said last night the call by 
Red Chinese Prem ier Chou EnLai 
for settlem ent of the prisoner of 
war issue holding up a Korean 
arm istice was “an important one.” 
“It overshadows everything now 
being discussed in the U. N. If 
it is genuine, it could mean an 
end of the war in Korea and would 
be the biggest news the world has 
had in 2% years.” 
Chou’s offer, broadcast from Pei­ 
ping yesterday, called for return­ 
ing home, after a Korean cease­ 
fire, those prisoners who “insisted” 
repatriation and turning the rest 
over to an unnamed neutral coun­ 
try till their fate was settled. 
To many here, poring over the 
text of the Peiping broadcast, the 
offer at first glance appeared to 
accept the principles of the Indian 
resolution adopted by the Assembly 
last December—and quickly re­ 
jected by the Reds after it got a 
tongue-lashing here by Russia’s 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky. 
The U. S. and British delegations 
left comments to their respective 
governments in Washington 
and 
London. 
Indian spokesmen pointed 
out 
that they had introduced the reso­ 
lution last fall only after they had 
reason to believe—through 
their 
ambassador in Peiping—that the 
Chinese Reds were ready to ac­ 
cept its compromise principles. 
With 
som e 
amendments 
de­ 
manded by the U. S. and 
her 
Western allies, the Indian plan as 
finally adopted upheld the U. N. 
principle that no prisoner would 
be returned to his homeland by 
force or retained by force after a 
Korean truce. In rejecting the plan, 
the Communists demanded that all 
prisoners be returned whether or 
not they wanted to go home. 
Observers here felt that the sub­ 
sequent Chinese refusal was dic­ 
tated by Moscow ami was signaled 
by Vishinsky, who roughly accused 
the Indians of pushing an Ameri­ 
can-designed proposal in disguise.

Third Spring 
Atomic Blast 
Touched Off 


Observers Puzzled 
By Lack Of Familiar 
‘Mushroom’ Cloud 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. UPI—An atomic 
explosion, relatively weak as judg­ 
ed by veteran observers here but 
packing a strong wallop at the 
Atomic E n e r g y Commission’s 
proving ground 75 m iles north­ 
west, flared over the Nevada De­ 
sert at 5 a. rn. today. 
The flash was less brilliant than 
either of the two preceding shots 
of the spring test series. The usual 
fast-rising white cloudy from the 
blast, alm ost always seen here, 
was not visible. And no shock 
wave was felt here, also unusual. 
But the AEC reported the de­ 
vice, touched off from a 300-foot 
tower gave observers at the Yucca 
Flat test site the m ost severe jolt­ 
ing they’ve had this year. 
Two strong shocks were felt, 
and there were continuing rever­ 
berations after the blast, the AEC 
said. 
The AEC did not describe the 
device detonated today and gave 
no explanation for the effects noted 
in the control tower and the lack 
of effects noted here. 
In contrast to the first two blasts, 
on preceding Tuesdays, no troops 
participated in today’s exercise, 
latest in a series to be clim axed by 
the firing of the nation’s 
first 
atomic cannon. 
Observer* here were puzzled by 
the fact that five minutes after 
the explosion, no fam iliar mush­ 
room cloud was to be seen rising 
over the Yucca Flat test site. 
In m ost previous tests the fast- 
rising cloud becam e quickly visible 
from here. 
Air Force planes again flew over 
the proving ground area in man­ 
euvers primarily designed to train 
crews to keep calm during an 
atomic explosion.

Chou En-Lai Offers 
Plan On Voluntary 
POW Repatriation 


TOKYO UPI — A wary United 
Nations Command told the Com­ 
munists today to get down to busi­ 
ness if their startling new offers 
to end the Korean fighting are 
sincere. 
Gen. Mark Clark, U. N. Far E ast 
commander, said he would agree 
to reopen the suspended arm istice 
talks if the Reds agree to details 
of exchanging sick and wounded 
war prisoners. 
And the U. N. in effect told the 
Reds to com e up with an official, 
detailed version 
of last night’s 
radio proposal by 
Red China’s 
Prem ier, Chou En-lai, to compro­ 
m ise the 
standoff on voluntary 
repatriation of war prisoners. 
The unyielding U. N. demand 
that POWs have the choice of 
returning to their native lands w as 
the only issue blocking an armi­ 
stice and it broke up the talks 
last Oct. 8. 
# 
Chou offered to send home those 
POWs who want to go back and 
send the others to a neutral state 
where both sides can talk it over 
with them. 
But he didn’t say what the U. N. 
wants to hear — whether, even 
there, the prisoners would have the 
final choice. 


Clark's 
proposal, 
in a 
letter 
handed to the Reds at Panmun- 
jom, w as an answer to a Commu­ 
nist proposal Saturday to swap ail­ 
ing prisoners and reopen the talks. 
Clark originally had suggested the 
trade Feb. 22. 
In his letter today, C ark pro­ 
posed that a liaison group from 
both sides—each headed by a gen­ 
eral or an admiral—make the ex­ 
change arrangements. 
After that is done, he said, ne­ 
gotiations for resuming truce talks 
could f o l l o w “as a second or­ 
der of business.” 
Red liaison officers received the 
letter in a two-minute m eeting and 
gave no hint when there would 
be an answer. 
Clark arrived in Korea for a 
brief visit two hours before his 
letter was delivered. 
He told newsmen he w as ready 
to give careful and sym pathetic 
consideration to Chou’s proposal 
once it is made official.

If President Eisenhower were to explain his 
policy about keeping peace with Congress, he 
would destroy what he is trying to do. 
The outcome of his 
experiment must 
be 
judged by public opinion. The experiment is to 
see whether or not this government of balanced 
power is in good working order. 


If it is, President Eisenhower will win legis­ 
lative support by commanding legislative con­ 
fidence. That is his experiment — to see if 
he can command confidence by refusing to be 
baited into a word battle with his congres­ 
sional critics. Few presidents have resisted that 
temptation. 
Harry Truman jumped at every chance to 
fight with Congress. Congress jumped at every 
chance to pick fights with Mr. Truman. Bicker­ 
ing, snarling and snapping became a way of 
political life in Washington and voters grew 
sick of it. 
Gen. Eisenhower has not chosen so far to 
bicker, snarl, or snap. He evidently believes if 
he holds his tongue and proves to congressmen 
that he recognizes their right to stand or fall in 
public esteem without White House interfer­ 
ence, there will be no political percentage in 
trying to pick fights with the White House. 
The percentage will disappear only to the 
extend that the fight-pickers fail to find pop­ 
ular backing. Whether you are a Republican, 
a Democrat or an in-between you formed 
a judgment during the Bohlen case. If you 
decided that President Eisenhower and his al­ 
lies, including Sen. Taft, earned credit for their 
behavior, a historic 
experiment

peace w-ith Congress by refusing to be baited 
into a wrord battle turned out successfully for 
the White House. 


Caesar's Wife 


The obvious thing about the resignation of 
C. Wesley Roberts as Republican national chair­ 
man is the fact there is something not obvious 
about the Kansas political pressure w h i c h 
forced him out of office. 
This seems a good time to remember some­ 
thing that no one was forgetting before the pres­ 
idential election last November — that some of 
the quarrels inside the Republican party are 
even hotter than the GOP quarrel with the 
Democrats. 
There even may be a connection between the 
pressure which has cracked up the COP head­ 
quarters organization within months of its suc­ 
cess in an election and the pressure applied 
against Secretary of State Dulles as the key 
member of President Eisenhower's cabinet. 
There is a factional struggle for power inside 
the Republican party—the same kind of a 
atruggle still going on inside the Democratic 
party, though that one now is out of the news 
and out of mind. 
When it turned out that Chairman Roberts 
once had done something back in Kansas which 
made him vulnerable to attack by his enemies, 
that w?as the end of his usefulness to the Eisen­ 
hower administration. A national chairman, like 
Caesar’s wife, must be above reproach, even if 
the reproach be political in motive. 
To those who say the Roberts incident proves 
there is no substantial difference between Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans in the m atter of ques­ 
tionable dealings, it seems sufficient to point 
out that Roberts’ resignation was automatically 
forthcoming and automatically accepted as soon 
as Roberts’ reputation was clouded. 


Still Your Money 


The crowning absurdity of w’hat was supposed 
to have been a taxpayers’ revolt at the polls 
last November is found in the probability that 
local and state taxes would have offset federal 
tax reduction anyway. 
Even had there been a reduction in federal 
taxes beginning this year, the saving to tax­ 
payers would have been more than offset by 
increases in state and local taxes. The only 
thing w’hich has been holding back an upward 
surge in these imposts is the fact they are 
closely controlled by taxpayers w h o have 
nothing to spare when Washington is through 
taking its share. 
A casual survey of potential increases in state 
taxes here in Ohio by the Associated Press re­ 
veals between 50 and 60 million dollars’ worth of 
additional tax burdens waiting for legislative 
approval. This would be added to an $831 million 
state budget. There is no point of satiety in 
either state or federal government. 
The only protection taxpayers have is their 
own determination to hold public spending with­ 
in reaching distance of public means. This en­ 
tails close vigilance over all proposed laws and 
insistence that every proposal for increased 
spending must be matched by a companion 
proposal for increased taxing. In most cases, 
that will be enough to insure its defeat.

President Eisenhower said re­ 
cently that what has been happen­ 
ing in Korea is not a “police ac­ 
tion” but a real war. Yet the new 
administration has been in office 
more than two months and nothing 
has been done to streamline the 
command situation in Washington 
and give the troops in Korea the 
support they deserve back home. 
Both the President and the sec­ 
retary of defense are too new at 
the job, perhaps, to cut through 
all the red tape and cumbersome 
organizational machinery and rec’- 
orgnize that a new setup or war 
staff such as America has operat­ 
ed with success in two world wars 
is essential now. 
Maybe when they have finished 
a study of the Senate hearings of 
May, 1951, at which the joint chiefs 
testified, and the Van Fleet hear­ 
ings of a few weeks ago, they will 
discover the simple truth — that 
there is no command setup in 
Washington adequate to carry on 
a war in which more than 350,000 
Americans are engaged, more than 
2,000,000 men are participating as 
a whole, and in which the Ameri­ 
can casualties alone thus far are 
in excess of 130,000. 
History will say that the least 
the 
government 
at 
Washington 
could have done in these last three 
years was to give the Korean War 
a special war staff with direct ac­ 
cess to the President of the United 
States. 
There are at least seven gener­ 
als, four high-ranking air force 
commanders, and seven admirals 
who have.in the last three years 
seen lengthy service in the Korean 
War. Some have been premature­ 
ly retired. 
All could give excellent advice 
if called back to active duty. 
This special war staff could be 
instructed to work directly w i t h 
Gen. Clark and Gen. Taylor in the 
field. A simple directive could be 
issued that all normal operational 
instructions for the Pentagon re­ 
quested by the chief of staff for 
Korean operations, so far as sup­ 
plies are concerned would be hon­ 
ored promptly by the civilian sec­ 
retaries and by the heads of the 
armed services in Washington. It 
would be a direct way to get ac­ 
tion for the commanders in Korea 
and there probably would not be 
another ammunition scandal if the 
plan were adopted. 
One reason for the inadequate 
setup today is that the members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff are neces­ 
sarily occupied with duties involv­ 
ing America’s armed services all 
over the world. They cannot con­ 
centrate on Korea.

! tell the tragic story of confusion 
in our command setup: 
“Gen. Collins, chief of staff of 
the U.S. Army: We are literally 
fighting a war in peacetime or 
what is supposed to be peace­ 
time.

We 
have been mobilizing, fighting a 
large - scale war, and demobiliz­ 
ing, all at the same time. Never 
before have we struggled to meet 
enormous battlefield rates of con­

nation’s great industrial capacity 
. . . About 50 per cent of our 
army is overseas . . . . 
Any examination of ammunition 
supplies cannot be isolated from 
our ammunition supplies world­ 
wide. . . . 

Byrd: Part of the time it 
has been a sitdown war, hasn’t it, 
during the ‘armistice’? 
“Gen. Collins; Yes sir. 
“Sen. Byrd: What would h a v e 
happened to the ammunition we 
don’t seem to have now if there 
had been a real all-out war all 
through this period? 
“Gen. Collins: Well, the ammu­ 
nition was perhaps one of the fac­ 
tors. . . .I would say that in ac­ 
cordance with the national policy 
during the period of the ‘armistice* 
there has been no offensives di­ 
rected by the Eighth Army. That 
is not a military decision, you un­ 
derstand, Sen. Byrd, that is in ac­ 
cordance with national policy. . . . 
“Sen. Case: I should like to ask 
Gen. Van Fleet if his method of 
operation at the front was, in turn, 
dictated by the stringent controls 
of the ammunition available?

One of the nation’s most famed 
military leaders was Gen. John

Scores of statues preserving for 
history the nation's military heroes 
and political leaders, including the 
late Sen. Huey Long, dot Washing­ 
ton parks and fill the Capitol and 
other buildings. 
A search of the records of the 
American Battle Monuments Com­ 
mission at Washington, however, 
reveals this amazing fact: 
There is not a statue of Gen. 
Pershing in the United States.

was chairman. Maybank lost no 
time proposing one after the gen­ 
eral’s death. 
World War I ended almost 35 
years ago. Pershing retired from 
the Army almost 29 years ago. He 
has been dead almost five years. 
By act of Congress, he was made 
general of the armies in 1919. He 
became army chief of staff in 1921 
and retired September 13. 1924. He 
died in Walter Reed Army Hos­ 
pital here after a long illness.

WEST UNION, O. LB—Adams 
County, which never has sentenced 
a man to die in the electric chair, 
recommended mercy for the con­ 
victed slay of Sheriff Ben K. Perry 
Monday night. 
A Common Pleas Court jury re­ 
turned a verdict of guilty on two 
counts of first-degree murder, but 
its mercy recommendation saved 
Charles Eikleberry Jr., from the 
death penalty.

The young defendant did not ap­ 
pear pleased with the verdict, 
which means an automatic life 
sentence, although he said he felt 
“pretty good” following the deci­ 
sion. 
Asked whether he thought he re­ 
ceived a fair trial, Eikleberry re­ 
plied: 
“I wouldn’t say so. I don’t think 
there was enough evidence for that 
kind of a verdict.’* 
But one of his lawyers, Edgar 
H. Hale of Portsmouth, said there 
would be no appeal. 
The IO men and two women jur­ 
ors deliberated for four hours and 
34 minutes and took eight ballots 
before finding the 25-year-old An­ 
tioch man guilty of shooting an 
officer of the law who was in the 
line of duty, and premeditated and 
deliberate murder. 
Still another man is to be tried 
for first-degree murder in the fa­ 
tal shooting Jan. 12. He is William 
Vandale, 26, Marietta, who fled 
London Prison Farm with Eikle­ 
berry on Dec. 29 and was with 
him when the sheriff fell dying on 
a roadside, a bullet through his 
heart. 
Perry, 64, was former national 
president of the Fraternal Order 
of Police and had served as a 
Gary, Ind., policeman for 20 years. 
He had taken office just a week 
before he was shot down near here 
while questioning two hitch-hikers.

Complying with an order from 
Common Pleas Court at Lisbon, 
the Wellsville Civil Service Com­ 
mission h a s set a new hearing 
April 9 for Patrolman Denton Kev-
